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At end of fiscal year 


Bookkeeping may put city in red

Inadequate bookkeeping 
procedures and the failure of the 
last two city finance directors to 
institute recommended financial 
controls could put Romulus in a 
serious financial bind by the end of 
the current fiscal year — June 30, 
I960, said Hugh Kolman. 

Kolman of Doyle Litt of Troy, the 
city’s contracted accounting firm, 
told the City Council Oct. 9 that until 
itcan be determined what deficit the 
dty faces, its spending should be 
‘delayed or cut down.” 

An example of poor accounting 
measures occurred last year, he 
said, when more than $300,000 was 
sent to the Romulus school system 
instead of to the Wayne County 
Treasurer’s Office. 

The mistake caused the school 
system to believe it had that 
amount to include in its for- 
thcoming budget. When the 
mistake was discovered, the school 


system had to pay the money back 
and to revamp its budget forecast, 
causing it some inconvenience. 

Acting as interim finance 
director now is John Shea, who 
functions as “administrative 
coordinator-director of water and 
sewer billing,” according to the 
city’s personnel office. 

Shea was thrust into the finance 
director’s role when Larry Moore, 
full-time finance director for 
several years, resigned in June to 
accept other employment. 

Noting that the end of an ad- 
ministration’s period in office is a 
difficult time to attract competent 
people, Kolman commented: “The 
city would have a hard time finding 
a qualified finance director to put 
into a hornet’s nest.” 

He said most cities, finding 
themselves in this position, are 
forced to give lengthy contracts, 


usually three years, to land capale 
people. 

Until she was elected treasurer 
at the last city election, Helen 
Gallien had served as finance 
director for the last eight years, 
under her predecessor, John 
Lewkowicz, and the city’s first 
treasurer, Albert Glinski. 

Kolman said Doyle Litt was first 
involved with the city in 1974. At 
that time, the accounting firm 
included in its budget examination 
a recommendation calling for the 
city to limit the number of its 
accounts from 15 to 20. He ex- 
plained that in 1968, the State of 
Michigan enacted legislation that 
set guidelines for the accounting of 
money by communities 

“We also made the same 
recommendation in 1975,” he ad- 
ded. 

But, in 1976 and 1977, the city 
chose a different accounting firm, 
and Kolman said he had no 
knowledge of what took place in

Arson suspected in blaze 
at Topless Trucker's Bar 


Arson is suspected in the fire 
which gutted the Topless Trucker’s 
Lounge in Sumpter Township early 
Monday morning 

The fire did what township of- 
ficials had threatened to do, but 


seemed powerless to implement — 
put the topless lounge out of 
business. 

Gerald Hubbard, owner, held his 
grand opening on May 30 of this 
year. After a brief flurry of business,

business died down considerably. 

According to Sumpter Fire Chief 
Joe Mitchell, a neighbor, living 
immediately north of the lounge, 
telephoned his department at 5:52 
a m. to report the fire. 

“When we got here, the back door 
was hanging wide open,” the chief 
said. 

Some 25 to 30 fire fighters and four 
pieces of equipment from the 
Sumpter and Van Buren Fire 
departments took 2M> hours to ex- 
tinguish the blaze, Mitchell said. 

The remodeled interior of the 
lounge, formerly the C & H Bar, was 
gutted and the roof at the southern 
end of the building was burned 
away. Flames became so hot that 
one of the large steel girders holding 
up the roof was bent down several 
inches. 

Chief Mitchell, suspecting arson in 
the fire, called in Robert L Delaney, 
state fire marshal, and Herb Lutz, 
crime scene technician for the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment. Delaney took several fire 
samples at the scene for testing at 
the State Police crime lab. Pending 
their results, the investigation 
remains at a relative standstill. 

After Hubbard earlier this year 
bought the bar, the township board 
approved the transfer of licenses to 
him. After he remodeled the 
building for use as a topless lounge, 
township officials tried to shut 
Hubbard down. 

After a considerable hullabaloo, 
the uproar died dow n and the lounge 
continued to operate with little in- 
cident. 


those two years. 

Instead of the presently 
recommended seven accounting 
funds, Romulus has 38 in which it 
deposits and withdraws money, he 
said. He said the entire procedure 
should be revamped. 

“No one seems to know when any 
individual account is out of funds,” 
he said. “For example, if an ac- 
count to repair streets is out of 
money, the city should not go 
ahead and write checks on that 
account to repair streets.” 

He said the practice of the city 
spending additional money from 
accounts that are out of funds 
should be stopped 

Kolman blamed such prac- 
tices on the failure of the city’s 


finance directors to institute 
adequate controls on fund 
disbursements. 

“That’s what Doyle Litt is at- 
tempting to do now, to set up 
procedures so someone can step in 
and perform an adequate job,” he 
pointed out. 

Kolman said it was possible to 
get things in good working order by 
next January, depending upon the 
city administration and the caliber 
of people and cooperation involved. 

“To get the situation in perfect 
working order could take as long as 
three years,” he added. 

To clear up any confusion, 
Kolman explained that the finance 
director is a person who supervises 
a staff; is responsible for ac- 


countability of city funds; and who 
provides sufficient reports to the 
city administration for its financial 
decisions. 

Current!^, Kolman said his 
assignment for Doyle Litt is to help 
Shea with city finances; to get the 
new B-80 Burroughs computer 
operational; and to establish 
procedures to get new systems 
running on the computer. 

Questioned as to the next budget 
report of examination, Kolman said 
it was due Oct. 31, 1979, but would 
again be late. 

Summing up his comments on the 
city’s poor accounting of public 
monby, Kolman said: “The 
ultimate responsibility rests with 
the mayor and the City Council.” 


Charge of irregularities 
in absentee voting raised 


Irregularities in absentee 
ballotting are being reported, in- 
dicating that some candidates may 
be pressuring senior citizens and 
shut-ins to vote for them, says 
Romulus City Clerk Leonard 
Folmar. 

The clerk said he began getting 
complaints about two weeks ago 
that some of the absentee votes his 
office would be receiving possibly 
were not for those candidates the 
signer really wanted to vote for. 

“The last time we had trouble 
with absentee voting was back in 
1975, and it was resolved when the 
courts tlirew uiit those ballots on 
which the signatures did not match 
up with those' on the voter’s 
registration card,” Folmar said. 

This year, however, the problem 
apparently is much worse. Instead 
of the usual 500-600 absentee votes 
expected, a record number, 
possibly as many as 1,200, are 
anticipated. Such a large number 
could easily influence the outcome 
of an election or proposal, the clerk 
explained. 

Some persons waiting for their 
absentee voters identification card 
to arrive have never received 
them, Folmar said, suggesting that 
someone may be intercepting their 
mail. 

“If the absentee voter’s 
registration card our office sends to 
absentee voters comes back to our 
office, then we cancel that voter 
from our rolls,” the clerk said. 

If the card does not come back, 
and all signatures match, Folmar 
said he is obligated by law to 
recognize that the voter is legally 
registered. 

“My office can’t imagine how 
any candidate would do anything 
that was not legal, but I want the 
residents of Romulus to know that 
we are checking each and every 
absentee voting card to make 
certain that everything is above 
board,” Folmar declared 

He asked that anyone with any 
information on irregularities in 


absentee voting to notify his office 
immediately. 

“Anyone volunteering in- 
formation of this nature will have 
his or her name kept confidential,” 
he said. 

The clerk advised that anyone 
who goes to the trouble of altering 
absentee voting cards is wasting 
their time. 

“To get an absentee vote tallied, 


my office must match up the name 
on the absentee ballot and the 
identification card. If they don’t 
match, either my office or the 
courts will throw them out,” 
Folmar said. 

He also warned that candidates 
who go to the homes of senior 
citizens and shut-ins who vote by 
absentee ballots could face serious 
charges if found pressuring those 
residents to vote for them.

Police charge suspect 
in burglary of home 


A 17-year-old youth, who 
reportedly told police he is the 
grandson of ex-Dearborn mayor 
Orville Hubbard, was arraigned 
in Romulus 34th District Court 
Wednesday, charged in the 
break-in of a residence in the 
Meadows Subdivision earlier the 
same day. 

Det. Ed Lindberg of the 
Wayne County Sheriff’s 
Department identified the youth 
as Pierre Hubbard, who told 
officers he formerly lived in 
Dearborn and is the son of 
Frank Hubbard, the ex-mayor’s 
son 

Hubbard was released on 
$5,000 personal bond by Judge 
James Stone and was ordered to 
appear in 34th District Court on 
Oct. 24 for examination on a 
charge of the breaking and 
entering 


Lindberg said the youth also is 
being sought on another warrant 
for larceny under $100, involving 
the theft of an automobile 
battery. 

The youth pleaded guilty to 
that charge and was given a 
sentence by Judge Stone of an 
$80 fine or 10 days in jail. 
Unable to past the fine, he was 
lodged in the Wayne County 
Jail, the detective said

Under individual contracts, each 
community would realize its own 
revenue, while under a joint con- 
tract, the total franchise fee would 
have to be split up 

In addition to offering a con- 
sistently better television picture, 
cable television would offer up to 
about 35 channels, some for such 
formats as senior citizens ac- 
tivities, sports, religion, weather, 
stock market report, 24-hour news 
and special hookups on designated 
channel for such local events as 
township, council and school board 
meetings 

The neighborhood ballpark figure 
of about $15 to $16 each month would 
also include home box office movies 
of recent vintage

has been in operation in other parts 
of the nation for some 15 years.

Last night’s meeting of the Van 
Buren Township Board was ex- 
pected to answer an important 
question — will a 64-year-old 
petition to consolidate the township 
and the City of Belleville take 
precedence over recent action to 
become a charter township? 

Under the consolidation petition, 
filed with the State Boundary 
Commission, the township would be 
a home rule city as contrast* ! with 
its desire to go lor charter!, nship 
status. The latter, under 'iiigan 
law, affords greate pj jtion 
against annexation, which the 
township fears from its two closest 
city neighbors — Romulus and 
Belleville 

In eithe! ise r < »;•' ion or 
charter township Van Buren 
residents could be taxed more than 
the one mill which they are now 1 
being assessed under general law 
township rule However, the entire 
township board went on record this 
year as opposing any increase in 
taxation should the township get 
charter status. 

Supervisor Pat Cullin said the 
township board was notified two 
weeks ago by the Boundary Com- 
mission of a petition filed May 21, 
1973 during the term of former 
Supervisor Elton Gollwitzer for 
consolidation of the township and the 
city of Belleville. 

She said Golhvitzer had attempted 
to file ahead of Franklin Builders, 
who wanted Belleville to annex a 


township parcel in excess of 40 acres 
on which the company wanted to 
build. 

However, the builder’s petition got 
to the state first and the land was 
subsequently approved by the 
Boundary Commission for an- 
nexation to Belleville. That an- 
nexation was the second approved 
recently by the commission for 
township land to be taken over by 
Belleville, increasing fears by the 
township board of an attempted 
takeover of large land parcels by 
either or both Belleville and 
Romulus. 


Action earlier this year by the 
township board to become a charter 
township by resolution was thwarted 
by a successful petition drive to have 
the matter placed on the ballot in the 
next township election. 

That is where the situation now' 
stands, and the township board two 
weeks ago instructed its attorney, 
Richard G. James, to research the 
matter and to come back with his 
recommendation at its next session 
<last night) on whether to pursue 
consolidation or charter township 
rule. 

With the Franklin Builders 
petition cleared up with the ap- 
proved annexation, the petition 
submitted by Van Buren for con- 
solidation has now been taken off the 
inactive list and is up for con- 
sideration by the Boundary Com- 


mission. 

Should the township put the 
charter township proposal on the 
ballot at the next election, that 
action could put the consolidation 
matter in abeyance, or kill it for 
good. 

Should the township board follow- 
through on the petition to con- 
solidate with Belleville and to put 
that issue on the ballot, the whole 
situation becomes much more 
complicated, according to Cullin. 

If the consolidation issue is put on 
the ballot, township and city voters 
will be asked to vote on the question 


of whether or not they w'ish to 
consolidate, she said 

If their answer is no. the con- 
solidation issue is dead. If. however, 
they vote yes, then city charter 
commissioners are elected on that 
same ballot for home rule city 
government 

Cullin said these charter com- 
missioners would then draw up a 
home rule city charter and place it 
on the ballot at another election for 
voters of both Van Buren and 
Belleville 

If the home rule city charter is 
approved by voters, then the con- 
solidation of tow nship and city would 
take place, w iping out both previous 
governmental bodies. 

If the charter is defeated, charter 
commissioners have the right to 
hold a series of public hearings to 


gather public input with w-hich to 
amend the home rule charter. 

If the amended home rule charter 
is approved at a special or the next 
election, the consolidation would 
take place. If not, the consolidation 
issue would end. 

Under a home rule city type of 
government, residents could be 
taxed up to 16 mills, if that 
stipulation is put into the home rule 
city charter. 

If, however, the consolidation 
issue is beaten, the township will 
pursue charter township status by a 
vote of the people. 

If approved by voters, charter 
township rule w-ould allow' a 
maximum of five mills to be levied 
upon approval by the township 
board Each further increase in 
taxation up to a total of 10 mills 
would have to be approved by- 
township voters, the supervisor 
explained 

On the other hand, if voters defeat 
the charter township rule and Van 
Buren becomes a charter township 
by a township board-approved 
resolution only, it can still assess its 
residents up to 10 mills, but only w ith 
a vote of the people for anything 
over the one mill permitted under 
the present general law township 
status. 

Cullin explained that the filing of 
the petition to consolidate was done 
to stymie annexation bids by Van 
Buren’s neighboring cities <A 
township cannot annex a city under 
Michigan law, but a city can annex 
all or part of a neighboring town- 
ship )

Housing shortage , $100,000 homes due in '80s 


A housing shortage, average home 
prices of more than $100,000 and 
continued development con- 
centrated in the gaps between 
present built-up areas are predicted 
for southeast Michigan in the 1980s. 

Speaking at a recent news con- 
ference. Bernice G. McCray, 
chairperson of the Metropolitan 
Detroit Council of Boards of 
Realtors, said lower-priced starter 
homes, condominiums, lake front 


and income producing properties 
will be in particularly short supply 

She noted that the seven counties 
of southeast Michigan had added 
more than 200,000 households since 
1970 despite a population loss of 
38.000 The gain in households should 
be even higher during the next 
decade, she asserted. 

However, the Dearborn Realtor 
said home buyers will continue to 
face problems with high costs, 


financing, energy costs and con- 
tinued inflation 

‘During the 1970s. the average 
new home grew larger and was 
furnished with greater amenities,” 
she said “As the rings of develop- 
ment expanded outward, lot sizes 
became larger These factors and 
others, coupled with the pressure of 
inflation, have doubled the average 
home price. 

“Given present price trends for

land, land improvement, materials 
and labor, which show no signs of 
abating, the price of the average 
detached single home as we know it 
today may pass $100,000 by 1985.” 

As a result, she said new homes 
will be built smaller and the market 
will offer more condominiums and 
duster housing with more new 
homes prefabricated for rapid in- 
stallation on prepaid sites 

“Control over housing will remain 
at the local level,” she said, “but 
financial pressure from the federal 
government will push for standard 
regulations This will be part of a 
streamlining of government controls 
that now add up to 20 percent to 
housing costs.” 

McCray said future home buyers 
will have a wider choice in home 
financing methods including 
graduated payment mortgages. 
These feature lower payments in the 
early years and higher payments 
later w r hen income is expected to 
increase. She also foresees in- 
creased use of variable rate mort- 
gages, for which terms are re- 
negotiated upward or downward 
at certain intervals in the life of the 
loan. 

The Realtors expect the interest 
rate for home mortgages, already at 
record levels, to go even higher 
before turning downward sometime 
next year 

As a result of the high rates, 
McCray said listings have increased 
with homes staying on the market 
longer and asking prices, par- 
bcularly those above average, are 
being reduced. 

She advised persons ready to buy 
to take advantage of these con- 


ditions which offer a wider choice 
than earlier and more home for the 
money. But, she said borrowers 
should make sure mortgage loans 
can be paid off ahead of time 
without penalty, so that the loan can 
be refinanced, if interest rates drop 
a percentage point or more 
She said that tightened energy 
supplies and higher energy costs w ill 


cause future housing to be developed 
near new industrial and commercial 
centers and close to major public 
transportation corridors. 

The Realtor official predicted that 
increased attention will be paid to 
land already developed with many 
old homes being renovated or 
demolished to make way for new 
living units.

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Lawmakers rap revenue sharing plan 


Senate Majority Leader William 
Faust and State Rep Thomas Brown 
have charged Governor William 
Milliken with what they termed a 
“breach of trust” in regard to state 
revenue sharing 

The two Westland Democrats 
made their charge following the 
Governor’s announcement that he 
will seek to delay when the 1980 
census results are applied to the 
distribution of state revenue sharing 
funds, and his intention to base all 
revenue sharing payments until that 
time on 1970 census figures. 

“I find it unconscionable on the 
part of the Governor to propose such 
a charge at this time,” Faust said 
‘‘Throughout the state there are 
local units of government providing 
essential services to populations 
that in some cases have doubled or 
tripled since 1970 

“And although the demand for 
services has increased, state 
revenue sharing payments to help 
pay for those services has been 
stagnant.” 

Faust, who represents the 13th 
Senatorial District, noted that in 
some cases local units paid for a 
special census and their revenue 


sharing payments already have 
reflected the new figures 
"It is unreasonable to expect those 
communities to be deprived of 
funding that is rightfully theirs by 
the Governor," Faust said 
According to the State Revenue 
Sharing Act. local governments 
receive money based on census 
figures. Once the 1980 census is 
completed, the state w ill increase or 
decrease payments to reflect new 
population figures Although the 
actual payments will not reflect the 
new money until Spring 1981, the law 
requires those payments to be 
retroactive to April l, 1980. 

The Governor has proposed that 
those payments be retroactive only 
to Oct. 1, 1980, and that all payments 
until that time reflect the 1970 
census figures. This could mean a 
loss of tens of thousands of dollars to 
local government. 

Rep. Brown, who chairs the House 
Committee on Towns and Counties, 
said the Governor's proposal is a 
direct violation of the Headlee Tax 
Limitation Amendment. 

“The amendment demands that 
the state not reduce the state funds 
to local units of government bv 


class.” Brown explained “We 
created a class of governments, 
Special Census Governmental 
Agencies, to qualify for revenue 
sharing based on new census 
figures 

“We honored that special class. 
We already have sent more than $5 
million in additional state revenue 


sharing money to those local units 
based on special census figures, and 
now r the Governor is telling us he 
w ants to revert to the 1970 figures " 

“It's just plain ridiculous,” Brown 
added 

“The Governor's proposal is 
clearly not in the best interest of our 
constituents,” Faust said.

Even the poor expected to sit down 
to two or three major dishes at each 
meal. 

Midday dinners consisted of two 
meats, gravies, pickles, vegetables, 
cheese, bread and butter, topped off 
by pudding or pie, "perhaps with 
fruit to fill the chinks.” 

The 19th century man would have 
scorned the modern breakfast of 
orange juice, cereal, toast and 
coffee. He wanted two meats, bread 
and potatoes, pickles, sometimes 
eggs, toast, hot cakes, biscuits and 
butter. 

"Overeating is killing twice as 
many as demon rum," said the 
Boston Moral Reformer in the 
1830s. 

The manner of eating was no more 
delicate than the quantity of food 
consumed The American gen- 
tlemen of the times ate with blinding 
speed, "shoveling his victuals in 
with his knife and afterwards 
cleaning his teeth with his pocket- 
knife." 

Onto the scene now came Rev. 
Sylvester Graham, a Presbyterian 
clergyman remembered best for 
graham crackers. ( Graham because 
the generic name for any coarsely 
ground wheat.) 


Graham saw only one hope for 
mankind — "a spare diet and a 
course of vegetables. " 

Graham recommended that all 
food should be cool and chewed 
slowly and thoroughly with abun- 
dant salivation. Water was not to be 
drunk with meals 

By the 1890s the fashion in eating 
has switched to "whole-grain foods, 
cheerful meals, slow eating, oc- 
casional fasting and the cautious use 
of fats" — recommended by the new 
Agriculture Department booklet. 

Vegetarians in history have in- 
cluded Socrates. Plato, da Vinci, 
Einstein, Mahatma Gandhi, John 
Milton, Gloria Swanson and George 
Bernard Shaw 

Shaw, who lived to be 94, became a 
vegetarian at the age of 25. He 
remained healthy throughout his 
life. 

But the great playwright was 
particular about his vegetables. He 
had his cook buy only the best and 
frequently, put his chauffeur-driven 
Rolls Royce at her disposal so she 
could go into London to get an 
eggplant or imported pineapple that 
Shaw craved.

MESC institutes Extended Benefits 


The extended benefits 
(EB) program, which 
permits unemployed 
workers to collect up to 
13 weeks of additional 
unemployment benefits, 
became effective Sept. 
30 in Michigan, ac- 
cording to the director 
of the Michigan Em- 
ployment Security 
Commission S. Martin 
Taylor. 

Taylor said MESC 
studies show that 
Michigan’s average 
insured unemployment 
rate— the rate of idled 
workers eligible for 
unemployment benefits 
— was 5.05 percent 
for the 13 weeks ending 
Sept. 15. When the 
insured unemployment 
rate is at or above 5 
percent, explained 
Taylor, the extended 
benefits program is 
automatically triggered 
on. 

“Eligible claimants 
are being contacted by 
MESC offices now,” 
Taylor said. “But as a 
general rule anyone who 
has filed a claim and 
exhausted his or her 
benefits in the past 52 
weeks may be eligible 
for EB.” 

EB is a 13-week ex- 
tension beyond the first 
26 weeks of unem- 
ployment benefits. EB 
is a federal-state 


program with both 
Michigan and the 
federal government 
picking up 50 percent of 
the program’s cost. 

EB is determined by 
the insured unem- 
ployment rate, which is 
the percent of people 
claiming unem- 
ployment benefits 
compared to all em- 
ployed workers covered 
by unemployment in- 
surance. The 13-week 
insured unemployment 
rate (currently 5.05 
percent) should not be 
confused with the total 
unemployment rate 
(currently 7.5 percent) 
which is the percentage 
of unemployed of 
Michigan’s total labor 
force. 

The effective date for 
all EB claims is Sept. 30, 
provided certain 
eligibility and 
qualifications require- 
ments are met. For 
more information, 
recipients should 
contact their nearest 
MESC Job Service 
office.

Revenue bonds 


The costs of financing our power systems, roads, bridges, 
airports, parks, and water and sewer projects keep rising 
sharply. Fortunately, there is something we can do about it. 

Many of these community improvements and facilities are 
financed by issuing municipal revenue bonds. The revenue from 
the project, «r from a special assessment on users of the service, 
is used to pay off the bonds. This "user-pays” concept lightens our 
general tax burden and has become increasingly popular in the 
1970s. . . 1 

The only catch.is that it is sometimes hard to find bidders for 
the bonds. Last year, over one-half of the $28 million in revenue 
bonds issued nationwide were sold on a negotiated, one-bid basis 
to an investment banking group— the on|y type of firm currently 
permitted to bid on most revenue, bonds. Public officials are 
faced with a take-it-or-leave-it situation, no matter what the 
interest cost. In contrast,' when a state or municipality sells the 
more traditional general obligation bonds, backed by the full 
taxing power of the issuer, commercial banks also are allowed to 
bid. The result is more competition, more bids, and generally 
lower interest costs. That can be significant. For example, on a 
typical $25 million, 25-year bond issue, a mere two-tenths of one 
percent less interest means taxpayers save $650,000. 

A bill before the Financial Institutions Subcommittee of the 
House of Representatives, H.Rj 1539, would permit commercial 
banks to compete with the investment banks as bidders for 
revenue bonds. Naturally, the investment banks don’t want the 
competition and are- lobbying hard against H.R. 1539. But 
municipal financial officials, the National League of Cities and 
the National GovernoVg Association, as well as commercial 
banks, all support the bill, as do other public interest groqps. 
More than 70 members Of Congress have joined in sponsorihg the 
measure. Understandably so. It could save many of our local 
communities and public agencies a good deal of money. Any 
legislation that could help lighten the burden on taxpayers 
deserves the support of all of us. We believe H>R. 1539 should be 
enacted by Congress. .

ESSENTIAL INSURANCE 

A compromise has been reached on the dif- 
ferences that caused the Essential Insurance Bill 
(S B 428) to get hung up on the Senate floor. 
Expect action on the bill in the next two weeks. 
The question left is whether the bill will be 
amended on the Senate floor and sent back to the 
House, or whether the bill will go to a conference 
committee and the proposed changes adopted 
there. It is most likely it will go to the con- 
ference. They should be able to get enough 
support for this. 

VEHICLE BILL ROLLING 
FOR NEW “144" 

Tuesday, September 25, the K-12 sub- 
committee for the House Appropriations 
Committee adopted a vehicle bill to replace 
Section 144 of the School Aid Act which Governor 
Milliken vetoed. 

The new bill is a two-part formula intended to 
help school districts hurt by the Headlee 
rollbacks. The first part of the formula uses the 
Governor’s original “grandfather” clause which 
would protect the district’s state portion of aid 
only. The second part of the formula provides for 
a 7.7 percent increase of last year’s per student 
aid. The bill is going to the House Education 
Committee for debate where, in all likelihood, it 
‘will be passed. 

All parties including Democrats, Republicans, 
and the Executive Office feel that this legislation 
is needed for at least this year, so it should find 
no major opposition. 

“CPR” BILL STILL ALIVE 

House Bill 4349, sponsored by Rep. Perry 
Bullard (D-Ann Arbor) and mandating that CPR 
(cardio-pulmonary resuscitation) be taught in 
Michigan high schools, is still alive. The bill, 
passed by House Education and sent to House 
Appropriations, is undergoing close examination

in the K-12 subcommittee. While no one doubts 
the value of the program, the costs of teaching 
CPR statewide are still unclear. 

If final costs analyses satisfy Rep. O'Neill (D- 
Saginaw), K-12 chairman, and Rep. Bill Jowett 
( R-Port Huron) , K-12 vice-chairman, the bill will 
probably move out of subcommittee and to the 
floor in short order. If costs aren’t pared to the 
bone Rep Bullard will have to revive this bill in 
another session. 

MENTAL HEALTH 

An Attorney General’s Opinion has been 
requested by the Mental Health Department 
regarding the legality of designating certain 
private general hospitals as eligible to accept 
patients who are involuntarily committed. 

If state funds could be used for this purpose 
and assuming there are hospitals that would be 
willing to meet the criteria for designation, 
patients could then receive treatment for their 
mental illnesses in their home community. This 
could mean the ultimate demise of the giant 
state hospitals and the establishment of true 
community mental health. It wouldn't happen 
overnight, of course, but it would be consistent 
with legislative policy regarding community 
placement and is also in line with recent court 
decisions regarding “least restrictive en- 
vironment. 

The Department of Mental Health is 
developing cost estimates for the recent consent 
agreement involving Plymouth. To reduce the 
census there to 100 patients by 1983 will require 
accelerated effort and a lot of money. 

The loss of accreditation for Clinton Valley and 
the provisional accreditation for Kalamazoo art 
also likelyy to be big money issues this fall. The 
first scramble will be for capital outlay funds, 
but a bundle could be spent on “Maintenance”. 

Dumping (the “inappropirate” placement of 
state hospital residents in the community) will

be one of the big issues taken up by the Mental 
Health Committee this fall. A bill (H.B. 4425) 
sponsored by Rep. Bannane (D-Detroit) that 
attempts to deal with the problem of information 
flow between the institutions and community 
mental health and back is being considered. It 
would make community mental health directors 
the holder of record. It also would make im- 
proper disclosure a felony. This might ease the 
pain for those who fear breach of confidentiality 
but may raise the ire of those who do not want to 
accept the responsibility. Another bill (H.B. 
4626) sponsored by Rep. Griffin (D-Jackson) 
would require the department to monitor 
released patients for at least one year. 

These bills are both efforts to strngthen the 
community placement process. A big complaint 
voiced by communities is that residents are 
placed and then forgotten by the system. 

VFW NATIONAL HOME 

The House Social Services & Youth Care 
Committee is continuing its discussion on the 
role of the Department of Social Services in the 
licensing of the VFW National Home. Rep. 
Harrison introduced two bills (H.B. 4546 and 

4547) which exempt the VFW Home from the 
provisions of the Child Caring Organizations 
Licensing Act and set up a separate commission 
to promulgate licensing rules* for the VFW 
Home. 

Rep. Nash has proposed a substitute bill which 
establishes a commission to develop the rules for 
all child caring organizations licensed under Act 
116, not just the VFW Home The feeling is that a 
commission composed of representatives of 
those organizations would be more sensitive to 
the special needs of the various facilities than the 
DSS staff which has written the present rules. 

Unless the DSS agrees to make some sub- 
stantial changes in its licensing rules, it looks 
like Rep Nash s bill will be reported out of 
committee, despite the charge that licensing 
rules are intended to serve the best interests of 
the children, not the facilities. 


Nerd, Neophyte or 'Folk' 



Once again local elections are upon us. And 
“upon us’’ is an appropriate description. 

As a firm advocate of citizen involvement, I 
should certainly welcome the call to arms 
emanating from the many diverse political 
camps which have sprung up around the area, 
but my goodness, maybe there is such a thing 
as too much involvement after all.

What ever happened to the thousands of ‘just 
plain folk’ who really are the community? 

What ever happened to the human beings who 
seek election only to serve their community? 


Perhaps, it is the political campaigns them- 
selves which have shaped and distorted political 
campaigns. 

In every community there is always a slick 
polished ‘nerd’ who makes the other candidates 
feel insignificant by comparison. 

This candidate, while speaking of hs in- 
volvement in JFK’s presidential campaign of 
I960, will never fail to impress the hometown folk 
with his sophistication. Sophistication of the 
political variety. A variety difficult if not im- 
possible to fully identify. At least difficult to 
identify for the just plain citizen who may be 
interested in his town rather than politics. 

It is truly too bad that so many of these 
•sophisticated politicians’ have managed to 
infiltrate our towns and completely mess up 
our communities. 

Show me an elected official at the local level 
who isn’t afraid to say “I don’t know,” and 1 will 
show you a person most of us will be able to 
relate to.

'Pass 
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SALT U 
please

While trying to make some sense out of 
the almost impossibly complicated, yet 
vital SALT II issue, there’s one more 
consideration to juggle around in our 
heads. In addition to visions of MX 
missiles, Backfire bombers and hidden 
silos, we must also keep a solicitous eye on 
the guy who signed the treaty for the 
Soviets — Leonid Brezhnev. 

The “detente” era, which has brought us 
SALT I and II, will almost certainly see the 
Soviet Union through its fourth leadership 
change. After fifteen years’ rule, Brezhnev 
appears gravely ill, possibly even dying 
and is obviously destined to step down in 
the very near future. 

Those who sign treaties don’t always 
stick around to enforce them. The em- 
braces and flourishes of a signing 
ceremony, even if all parties have the best 
of intentions, often fade the morning after. 
After signing a major arms limitation 
treaty w-ith the United States, Brezhnev 
will soon relinquish his power to an as yet 
unknown and certainly unnamed suc- 
cessor. 

The fourth leader in Soviet history — 
after Lenin, Stalin and Krushchev — 
Brezhnev has headed the USSR during an 
era of steady gain in strength and world 
leadership. Since 1964, when Brezhnev 
took over from Krushchev. Russia has 
made such progress it is now prepared to 
move into the 1980s on what many experts 
consider to be at least equal military 
footing with the United States. Brezhnev’s 
successor — whoever he may be — w ill be 
working from that unprecendented Soviet 
position 

All indications point to a period of U. S. 
vulnerability in the next several years. 
Somehow, the early eighties were 
forgotten when strategists made up our 
long-range plans. (For example, the much 
publicized MX missile won’t be ready until 
1985 or ‘86 and it doesn’t take much 
imagination to figure the Soviets were 
well aware of this when, in SALT II, they 
OK’d development of the MX.) As William 
R. Van Cleave and W Scott Thompson 
point out in Strategic Options for the Early 
Eighties: What Can Be Done?, published 
by the National Strategy Information 


Center, “by the early to mid-1980’s the 
Soviet Union may have achieved an 
unacceptable edge over the U.S. in 
strategic capabilities.” 

Any potential Soviet leader worth his 
SALT would be tempted to push the ad- 
vantage. 

In a recent Heritage Foundation study, 
researcher Richard Harrison explored the 
Soviet foreign policy outlook after 
Brezhnev. “In the early stages of post- 
Brezhnev transition,” says Harrison, 
“Soviet policy would probably be 
relatively moderate and less prone to 
foreign entanglements. This has certainly 
been true in the past during both the Stalin 
and Krushchev succession periods, as the 
ruling groups turned inward and devoted 
most of their energies to domestic 
problems and jockeying for power.” 

“On the other hand,” Harrison writes, 
"the Soviet Union might become even 
more adventuresome overseas under a 
new’ ruling group. The next leadership 
team will be the first to achieve power 
when the Soviet Union is not recognized as 
militarily inferior to the U.S. The new 
leadership will be able to thank the current 

regime for this new international 
authority: for the achievement of strategic 
parity w'ith the U.S. has been the out- 
standing accomplishment of the Brezhnev 
years. This new sense of pow r er might 
actually encourage expansionist ten- 
dencies within the new leadership ” 

As time passes, says Harrison, “the 
succession issue and the policies resulting 
therefrom become more difficult to 
predict One thing is unlikely: with the 
passage of time and as more of the older 
rulers fall away, the chances for any sort 
of continuity in foreign policy grow's 
slimmer as the likelihood of a new leader 
with less experience in foreign affairs, and 
less secure in his own position, increases.” 

Whatever direction Soviet policy takes 
in the future. Harrison concludes, there’s 
little chance of a lessening of tensions 
between the U.S. and the USSR due to a 
change in Soviet leadership

'An ungrateful whelp'

The Metro newspapers were filled last 
Sunday with stories on the great 
depression 

Some people were quoted as saying they 
made money during that time while others 
were quoted as remembering standing in 
bread lines so that they might keep the 
body fueled up so that they might look for 
the jobs that weren’t there. 

I remember the depression, too. 

1 remember mostly that at the time I 
w r as living through it I didn’t know I was 
living through it. 

1 knew there wasn’t much money and 
some times there wasn’t any money, but I 
just assumed that was the way it was; and 
I don’t remember getting frightened or 
anything, like the woman quoted who 
according to my calculations was too 
young to remember, since if they quoted 
her age correctly, makes her seven years 
younger than I. And I was eleven years old 
the year the stock market crashed. 

I don’t even remember it crashing! 

That was the year my father brought 
home the first ‘closed in’ car in the block, 
and 1 can remember sitting on the front 
seat of that car, looking out of those glass 
windows, and making my dad drive 
around the block three times before Luella 
and her little brother looked up from the 
hopscotch they were playing. 

But, of course, that was just the 
beginning and the repercussions of the 
crash hadn’t yet caught up with us. 

1 do remember walking home from 
school and passing the bread lines stret-

ched clear around the block. And I can 
remember my mother tying a dime in the 
corner of my handkerchief and sending me 
up to the butcher shop for a dimes worth of 
hamburger. And that dimes’ worth of 
hamburger fed five of us, and sometimes 
six, when my grandmother came to visit. 
Sometimes it fed even more when a hobo 
came knocking on the back door and asked 
for food 

My mother always invited those hobos 
in. She would direct them to the bathroom 
where they could wash up, and while they 
were doing so, she would scurry around 
and add a plate and silverware. 

Those hobos never took advantage of 
my mother, except, maybe, the one who 
stuck his head out of the bathroom door 
and asked if he might borrow my dad’s 
razor... and he made a mistake probably, 
because he must have thought my dad 
gave it to him, since we never could find it 
again. 

One time a young hobo came to the door. 
His blond curly hair was matted and dirty, 
and his clothes were torn and filthy, but 
there was something about the wistfulness 
of his eyes that got to my mother. 

She not only fed him supper that night, 
but she made him stay overnight, and 
while he was sleeping she washed and 
ironed and mended his clothes. 

The next morning she fed him a whop- 
ping breadfast and then she asked him how' 
old he was. When he said sixteen, she let 
out a mighty gasp and set her lips in a way 


which I knew r meant she would brook no • 
objections, and she told that kid that he^ 
was going to stay right there ;! 

The kid said he couldn't, but my mother' *. 
just told him he was going to and he did Hei ; 
chopped wood, he cleaned the yard, and hej ; 
even cleaned out the outdoor cellar which ; 
was alive with creepy, crawling things^* 
But he didn't seem to mind, because every 
time he came up out of that cellar the yard 
was full of creepy, crawly little pre-teerv 
girls who would literally attack him with* 
their shrieks and yelps 

That young hobo stayed with us through 
the winter and when spring came my 
mother gave him some money she had 
saved through the winter, and my father 
gave him some of his poker w innings, and 
they sent him back home to his own 
mother and father. 

Whether he ever made it or not, whether 
he was welcomed home, or whether he 
hopped off the train somewhere between 
Idaho and Kentucky, we never knew.. . for 
he never wrote. And neither did his mother 
and father. 

My father said he was an ungrateful 
young whelp, but mv mother said he had 
probably lost our address, and she kept 
right on praying for him every night 

We knew' the depression was over when 
the hobos quit coming. That is, my father 
and mother knew it was over I never knew' 
it was until many years later when I found 
out that I had actually lived through the 
GREAT depression.

"A penny saved is a penny earn 
ed" may have been solid advice in 


Benjamin Franklins day, but in 
these inflationary times it would 
have to be updated to: “A penny 
saved at less than 9 percent is a 


penny that’s shrinking fast." 

For the money we put aside is just 
as susceptible to inflation’s 
shriveling effect as what we spend

lf it doesn’t grow as fast as inflation, 
it diminishes. 

Tapping their pool of experience 
as advisors to the money managers 
of the business world, members of 
The Michigan Association of Cer- 
tified Public Accountants offer some 
pointers that industry follows and 
which might help families, too, save 
and invest profitably in a period of 
heavy inflation 

An association spokesman em- 
phasized that while CPAs rarely 
are investment counselors, they do 
frequently help clients weigh the 
myriad combinations of interest 
rates, appreciation, liquidity, safety 
and tax consequences that various 
investments offer and advise which 
type of package is most likely to suit 
a client’s particular situation. 

Business firms, they say, feel that 
in these times especially they must 
be relentless in pursuing ad- 
vantageous ways of keeping 
otherwise idle cash busy producing 
income. Some companies even have 
staffs of people — cash managers — 
who spend most of their time on the 
telephone running down desirable 
places to "park" funds not im- 
mediately need in the business. 
Some of these short-term in- 
vestments, such as Eurodollar 
certificates of deposit, may be too 
exotic, or risky, for the average 
individual, but they should be ex- 
plored. 


The important fact for the in- 
dividual saver or investor to 
remember, say the CPAs, is that 
there are alternatives to E-bonds 
and low-interest savings deposits, 
and if the individual wishes to 
emulate business investors he will 
devote time and effort to finding 
what his options are and examining 
their suitability for him. Even if 
you leave your money in a savings 
account, there are different types 
of accounts and different rates of 
return. Banks can be surprisingly 
flexible, so shop around 

Suitability is affected by the 
degree of risk an investment entails. 
Also by its liquidity; if, to earn high 
return, funds must be tied up in 
something that can’t be quickly or 
easily sold, the investor may find 
himself unable to deal with a 
financial emergency or to take 
advantage of another, better in- 
vestment opportunity that may 
come along. 

In inflationary times, investments 
in physical things — commodities, 
real estate, or collectibles such as 
art works, for example — and se- 
curities backed by physical things, 
such as mining stocks, often tend to 


keep pace with the inflation rate. 
But there’s something to keep in 
mind about investments in jewelry, 
paintings, antiques and other col- 
lectibles: a non-dealer you are 
likely to buy at retail and sell as 
wholesale. 

For the average family, an in- 
vestment in real estate — at least to 
the extend of owning its own home — 
may be the best inflation hedge. It 
forces you to save — to build equity. 
If it’s well-constructed and located 
in a good neighborhood, it ap- 
preciates in value, especially in 
•periods of inflation. When you sell, 
you can avoid capital gain tax on 
any profit by reinvesting in another 
home costing at least as much. And 
after you reach age 55 you can sell 
without reinvesting and take as 
much as $100,000 profit without 
paying any tax. 

A final suggestion from the CPAs: 
if you believe tax-free investments 
such as municipal bonds are only for 
the well-to-do, look again at your 
income. Inflation may have pushed 
that up. too, to the point where low- 
interest municipals are a bargain 
because of what they save you in 
taxes. 


Dress 

to 

'goblins' 

wisely 


Before your children scramble out 
the door this Halloween night in 
search of goodies and goblins, make 
sure they’re well-apprised of basic 
Halloween safety rules. 

It’s a good idea to hold a "Safety 
Briefing Session" a day or so before 
Halloween when children are more 
open to suggestion — rather than on 
Halloween night when they’re 
anxious to join fellow trick-or- 
treaters. Here are a few' safety sug- 
gestions to help assure everyone’s 
peace of mind on Halloween night : 

— Encourage your children to 
trick-or-treat with groups of friends 
in familiar neighborhoods. Younger 
children should be accompanied by 
adults or older children. 

— It never hurts to repeat the 
obvious. When trick-or-treating, 
children should stay on sidewalks 
and cross streets at intersections 
and crosswalks. They should be 
dressed warmly and comfortably, 
avoiding high-heeled or too-big 
shoes which may lead to un- 
necessary mishaps. 

— Give your children flashlights, 
never burning candles or jack-o- 


lanterns, to help them find their way 
from door-todoor. 

— Choose a costume that allows 
full peripheral vision, unimpaired 
hearing, and leaves arms and legs 
free for unrestricted movement. 

— Feed children a hearty, 
nutritious dinner before they leave 
on their trick-or-treating rounds 
This will limit the temptation to eat 
candy before they get home, and 
before you have a chance to per- 
sonally give it your "seal of ap- 
proval." 

And here’s a few more suggestions 
from the National Safety Council 
that should be used in selecting 
Halloween costumes : 

(1) Make sure costume is flame 
resistant, light-colored, and includes 
self-adhesive reflective tape; 

(2) Make sure child has freedom 
of movement in costume so that he 
won’t trip; and, 

(3) Masks that obstruct vision 
should not be worn. Make sure child 
can see peripherally.

The sideburns are getting grey and the furrows on the forehead 
deeper, but Dave Schuele remains calm in this what could be his 
worst season in football. 

"I really can’t explain it,” said Schuele, whose Canton Chiefs 
were drubbed 49-0 last week by Farmington Harrison. “We had 
great expectations for this team.” 

This was supposed to be the “idyllic” season for Schuele and the 
Chiefs who last year, with a flock of sophomores and juniors posted 
a 4-5 record, the best in the young history of the Plymouth high 
school. 

Seven games into the 1979 season Schuele and his team haven’t 
tasted the proverbial fruit of victory. 

A man with an unbroken string of triumphs as the head coach at 
Highland Park four years ago, Schuele brought his impresive 
dossier to the Western Six Conference.

“1 don’t think a coach is putting exorbitant demands on his player 
or players when he asks him to do his best — if each and every one 
of us does, then inevitably victory will follow.”

Carrier 
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Economy 
will affect 
home care 

Most families today are doing a 
good job in taking care of their aged 
members, however, changing 
economic and social conditions will 
make the task more difficult in the 
future 

This prediction was voiced by Dr 
liarbara Silverstone at the “Aging 
Family and Caring Community” 
conference held recently at Mercy 
(Allege of Detroit 
“We have learned through 
research surveys that the majority 
of persons over f>5 are doing quite 
well. They are able to live in- 
dependently and take care of 
themselves.” said Dr Silverstone. 
the director of the Benjamin Rose 
Institute in Cleveland She added 
that approximately HO percent of the 
aged population in this country is 
managing with the assistance of 
members of their own families 
‘There is between the generations 
a great deal of socialization and 
exchange of affection, as well as an 
exchange of goods and services, all 
voluntarily.” Dr. Silverstone said 
She labeled as “myth” the belief 
lhal oldsters fared belter in past 
generations, saying that very few in 
those days lived to old age. and often 
those who did W'ere catered to by 
relatives who sought to inherit their 
money or properly. 

‘ Today, much more voluntarism 
exists between generations in terms 
of their relationships because for 
the most part older persons are 
economically independent from 
their children It is not true that 
older people are rejected and 
disliked, or that there’s a lot of 
friction between the generations,” 
she said. 

The coming decades, however, 
will sir a marked change in terms of 
intergenerational relationships. Dr 
Silverstone noted 
•'1 believe we are going to see 
more problems emerging in terms of 
family caring. One reason is that 
many more persons are living into 
the later years, namely over 85 In 
the future we will see an increase in 
chronic disabling illness in that age 
group With the high likelihood of 
disability goes the need for a greater 
degree of personal care, almost on a 
one-to-one basis.” she noted 
The present pattern of smaller- 
sizo families also w ill affect the care 
of the elderly, since parents with 
fewer children will have fewer 
persons directly interested in their 
personal welfare. 

“In the long run. as we look ahead 
to the year 2000 and after, we are 
going to see a thinning family 
structure and families simply will 
not have the resources to provide 80 
percent of the care, as they do now .” 
Dr. Silverstone said “Also, the fact 
that 50 percent of women with 
children are working has to be 
considered. 

“If women are not staying home to 
care directly for their children all 
the time, they certainly are not 
going to stay home to care for an 
older member of their families ” 
Fart of the solution to the problem, 
according to Dr. Silverstone. is to 
make people aw are of the roles other 
than care-giver they can fill towards 
their elderly relatives. 1‘hese in 
elude being advocators, planners, 
financial advisors, shoppers, con- 
fidantes and friends 
Consumerism also w ill play a part 
in the delivery of support services to 
the aged, in Dr. Silverstone’s 
opinion Today’s better-educated 
consumers, as they grow older, will 
demand sufficient and quality 
services for themselves 
“Families must tap the formal 
supporl system to obtain respite 
services, such as day care, 
homemaker care, temporary 
nursing home care, perhaps even 
financial aid This linkage with the 
formal system is a crucial one — it is 
the right of families to have it.” she 
} said. 

Dr Silverstone pointed out that 
better care of the aged in the future 

I depends, too. on training of qualified 
personnel

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Look up 
for fall 
star show 


As Ihe summer constellations give 
way to the star patterns of autumn, 
the Great Bear, Ursa Major— often 
called the Big Dipper— lies low in the 
north of the October sky. said 
University of Michigan astronomer 
Kichard G Teske 

* During this season the dipper is 
upright, as if holding water, ‘ noted 
Prof Teske “It famous pointer 
stars at the front of the bowl direct 
our gaze upwards towards the North 
Star ” 

Although the seven stars of the 
dipper have known other names in 
many legends, this figure has almost 
universally been identified with a 
bear, from the civilizations of Greek 
and Homan times to certain tribes of 
American Indians 

“Writers have often commented 
upon the difficulty of imagining the 
outline of a bear in connection with 
the constellation.” he added. “The 
humorist Will Cuppy is said to have 
suggested that perhaps the Great 
Bear received its name at some 
distant and forgotten time in the 
past, when bears resembled dippers 
more than they do today.” 

Because the stars that make up 
the constellation are scattered at 
different distances from the sun. 
only by chance are they seen in the 
form of a dipper. Teske said 

Five of the stars— excluding the 
one at the tip of the bow l and the one 
at the Mip of the handle— are 
members of a sparse cluster of 
about 17 stars that lies about 75 light 
years away. Called the Ursa Major 
cluster, it is the closest star cluster 
to our sun. with the next closest 
about twice as far off in space.” 

Moving together with the Ursa 
Major cluster is a number of bright 
stars and many fainter ones that are 
scattered over the entire sky, Teske 
pointed out

This larger grouping, called the 
Ursa Major Stream, occupies a 
volume of space that completely 
envelops the region of the sun. which 
is whv the members surround us in 
all parts of the sky,” he explained. 

They are streaming past the sun at 
nine miles per second, quite a slow 
speed for stars.” 

This month, noted the U-M 
astronomer, the planet Venus 
returns to the western sky as the 
evening “star.” 

“Sky watchers may want to see 
how soon after the middle of the 
month they can find Venus in the 
twilight sky. above the horizon just 
to the lefi of the sunset point. 
“During the coming winter months, 
the bright cloud-covered planet will 
climb gradually higher in evening 
skies as it slowly catches up with 
earth in its orbit about the sun.” 

In Ihe morning sky Mars can be 
seen high in the southeast, with 
Jupiter and Saturn lying along a line 
lx? low it and to its ieft. 

“On Oct. 27, the earth will move 
through the plane of Saturn’s 
remarkable rings Only a few miles 
thick, they are the thinnest-known 
natural structure in the solar 
system.” he explained When 
viewed edge-on from earth, as they 
ill be at this time, the rings ought to 
disappear from sight. 

Alter the 27th, until next summer, 
the earth and sun w ill be on opposite 
sides of the plane of the rings, 
bringing into view the rings’ dark, 
unilluminaled side The rings will be 
laint or unobservable in small 
telescopes, and the planet will be 
lainter than usual in our skies. 

Teske said: “Astronomers will be 
searching lor possible new satellites 
of Saturn during this period, when 
the bright gleam of the rings w ill not 
interfere with their sensitive 
photographic hunt 

“As Pioneer 11 sped by Saturn a 
month ago, the spacecraft gathered 
evidence that an undiscovered moon 
might exist, and astronomers will be 
trying to locate the moon 

“The most recent satellite of 
Saturn to be discovered.” Teske 
noted. “Was lHO mile wide Janus, 
found by a French astronomer when 
die rings were edge-on to the earth 
in Dec 1966 ”

Only 54 days come November 


Come the end of October, there will be just 54 days 
before Christmas. Fifty-four days may seem like an 
eternity to some people, but to others it may appear like 
the week after next. 

This is the period — in autumn and fall — when gift, 
card, specialty shops and department stores display 
albums of “personalized” Christmas greeting cards. It 
is from these albums that an individual can select the 
greeting of her — or his — choice. 

“Personalized” greeting cards are the type in which 
the name of the sender is imprinted and the return ad- 
dress often printed on the envelope. For many persons, 
the imprinting of one’s name and address is a social 
cachet, the greeting often enhanced with a personal note 
or signature. 

Informality may be the keynote for many persons who 
send Christmas greetings. For those who seek the more 
formal aspect of the “personalized” greeting, here are 
some guidelines as compiled by the National Association 
of Greeting Card Publishers 

When titles are used, the husband’s name appears 
first: Mr and Mrs. James Duggan; Doctor and Mrs 
James Duggan ; Judge and Mrs James Duggan; Colonel 
and Mrs. James Duggan. Without titles, either name 
may come first: Helen and James Duggan or James and 
Helen Duggan. 


A father's name appears first when children s names 
are added: The Duggans — James, Helen. Robbie and 
Jane; James, Helen and the Children; The James 
Duggan Family; Mr. and Mrs. James Duggan and 
Family. 

Most often for a single person, woman or man, in- 
formality is the rule: Helen Trent or Richard Scott. A 
widowed or married woman uses her husband’s name 
first: Mrs. Norman Woods; a divorced woman uses her 
first name first. Mrs. Helen Woods. 

Some people tend to add an apostrophe “s” to last 
names to make them plural For instance: The Ben- 
nett’s. Use of the apostrophe is incorrect Simply add an 
“s”. or “ , es”. The name Loomis, for instance, becomes 
The Loomises. 

Titles are always spelled out: Doctor, Captain, 
Lieutenant. Officers of the Army, Marines and Air Force 
use title with grade of Captain, and above. Officers of the 
Navy use title with the grade of Lieutenant Commander 
or above In all services, officers of junior rank use 
“Mr.” with the grade and organization on a second line: 
Mr James Duggan, Second Lieutenant, U S. Marine 
Corps 

Thus, the etiquette of names and titles when one sends 
“personalized” Christmas greeting cards.

Three stars of the Bolshoi Opera were most skillful at 
setting moods with their deeply soulful then teasingly 
gay folk songs 

the biggest surprise of the evening, tho, was in 
realizing that our stereotyped notion of a somber, 
humorless Russian people was sorely inaccurate 

During a 10-minute standing ovation, the ensemble

Sargent exhibit revive turn of century lifestyle 


Turn of the century elegance has 
come to vivid life in the exhibition 
“John Singer Sargent and the Ed- 
wardian Age”, which opened at the 
Detroit Institute of Arts Oct. 17. 

The exhibit will be open through 
Dec. 9. 

This is the exclusive North 
American showing of some 100 
portraits, drawings and watercolors 
by the favorite artist of high society. 
The exhibition was organized jointly 
by the Detroit Institute of Arts and 
by the Leeds Art Galleries and 
London s National Portrait Gallery 
in England. 

The exhibition includes 


resplendent full-length portraits, 
many of them lent from English 
country houses and not seen 
publicly for more than half a cen- 
tury Sargent (1856-1925) was the 
chronicler of late Victorian and 
Edwardian society. Rodin called 
him “The Van Dyck of our times. M 

The son of expatriate American 
parents, John Singer Sargent was 
born in Italy, learned his dazzling 
technique in the atelier of Carolus- 
Duran in Paris and cultivated his 
powers of characterization to the 
point where his sitters appear as 
real individuals rather than social 
stereotypes, despite their luxurious 


clothes and surroundings. 

The early portraits he painted in 
France are subtle and sensitive. The 
impact of impressionism, and of his 
friendship with Claude Monet in 
particular, can be traced in the 
vibrant landscapes and figure 
sketches done first in France and 
then in England during the 1880s. 

Toward 1900, Sargent’s patrons 
became increasingly aristocratic 
and he turned to Van Dyck and 
Reynolds for inspiration. His por- 
traits of ‘The Acheson Sisters” and 
“A.J Balfour” are in the great 
tradition of European portraiture, 


but his daring interpretation of the 
notorious Mme. Gautreau, well 
known to society despite the title 
"Madame X”, created such shock 
waves in France that he decided to 
leave Paris and relocate in London. 
His popularity never again dwin- 
dled 

He was sought out by the world of 
high society, as well as the vibrant 
literary and theatrical personalities 
of this lively era. Sargent was a man 
of prodigious energy and, at the 
height of his career, was painting as 
many as 20 formal portraits a year. 

Among the masterpieces in the 
exhibition are “Mrs. Carl Meyer and 



her Children” lent by Sir Anthony 
Meyer of London; "Edouard 
PalMeron” from the Musee National, 
Versailles; and “The Daughters of 
Edward D. Boit” from the Boston 
Museum of Fine Arts 

Portrait sketches include “Lady 
Elizabeth Bowes-Lyon” (now Her 
Majesty Queen Elizabeth the Queen 
Mother), Winston Churchill (in 1925 
as Chancellor of the Exchequer) 
and, the symbol of the entire Ed- 
wardian Age, “Edward VII on his 
Death-Bed” (1910). 

This first international exhibition 
of John Singer Sargent’s figurative 
work is underwritten in Detroit by 


the Founders Society Detroit In- 
stitute of Arts and supported in part 
by a grant from the National En- 
dowment for the Arts and by a 
federal indemnity from the Federal 
Council on the Arts and the 
Humanities. 

The exhibition is open to the public 
during regular museum hours — 
9:30 a m. to 5:30 pm. Tuesday 
through Sunday (closed Mondays 
and holidays). Admission is $2; 
senior citizens and students with ID, 
$1; Founders members and children 
under 12. accompanied by an adult, 
no charge.
